OiXTi.EVEX: I have received your very 
kind invitation to be present, as one of the 
gi estsof the city of l.oui.sville, at the un- 
veiling of the statue of Mr. Clay, on the 
3Pth inst. I have also received a subse- 
quent note from the Chairman of the Com- 
miuee of Arrangements, iiilimat'wig thnt 
rooms have been engaged for me and my 
family, and urging, as a reason for iii.y 
acceptance of this honor, that my e.xer- 
tii.iiF. in defense of cunstitutiunaj princi- 
p'es have gained for me a large share of 
ti.e fi.vor of your people. This recogui- 
t'on, from men to whom I am personally 
a sirauger, and who*e homes stid daily 
walks are far oil from my own, has louche-i 
me deeply. It gives me pain, you may 
well believe, to be obliged to refuse the in- 
vitation; for, having m-ver 'ocen an aspi- 
rant for public otlice, I have nothing to 
which to attribute your kindness but my 
uiibrrence to those jirinciples of eonstitu- 
tioiial government ot w'uich yaiur departed 
statesman was a great champion and ex- 
emplar. His pu'jlic character and career, 
from his first entrance into public life 'i>e- 
fore the war of ISl J, down to the day of 
his deaib, 1 have often studied, and I have 
been accustomed lo believe that I uuder- 
ktand them. In respect to the nature of 
the Constitution of the United State.s, the 
relations of the general government to t'oe 
Stales, the limitation of its powers and 
the sources from which they are derived, 
there was never any essential difference 
Letneeen Mr. Clay and ibegreat man from 
whom, as an humble pupil, I derived the 
iniinutuble principles of our fundamental 
law. Of'tioth it may be, as it repeatedly 
has 'oecn said, that if their lives ba-J been 
prolonged through another decade, we 
never could have had the civil war that 
Las afflicted our countrv, and it may be 
added, that if the peopfe of the United 
States now fully undcr.stood their princi- 
ples and reverenced their teachings, the 
Union would be at once restored without 
that violation of the maxims and that dis- 
regatd of the inlercbts of constitutional 
liberty w^ch we have now so much cause 
to deplore. 

In doing honor to the memory of Mr. 
Clay, at this period of imminent peril to 
our American institutions. you are render- 
ing a true service to the hopes of all who 
ate struggling to preserve them. In every 
part of his character, in every fibre of his 
intellectual and moral nature, he was a 
lover of constitutional government. In 
the discipline of party management he 
may have been, as a leader, somewhat im- 
(icrative. but he Lad an utter abhorrence 
of everything in the nature of unlimited 
and arbitrary power in government; and 
nothing so instantly excited his dauntless 
oi>posiiion as did the slightest indication 
.ot a purpose or a tendency to overstep the 
Constitution. It may be said ofhim that 
no Ameiican slatesinan has ever lived 
who bad a more genuine love of constiiu- 
tiuual liberty, or a quicker sagacity in de- 
tecting the approach of that insiduous en- 
emy, which finds, in an alleged expediency 
or a spurious necessity, the excuse for en- 
croacuments upon constitutional princi: 
ciples. Mr. Clay not only thoroughly un- 
derstood our American sy.stem of public 
liliertj, as it is embodied in the complex 
lelatiuns ofa natioual sovereignty to the 
srvere'guties of States, but he liad an ar- 
dent sympathy with the interests of liberty 
ever} where, aud an equally ardent hatred 
of that kind of authority which seeks to 
(jivctcc the rights of governments from tlu- 
rights of mankind. Therein an incident 
in bis life, little know n perhaps to this gen- 
< ration, which exhibits very strikingly 
til's featnre of his character, and shows 
how ready he always was to break awsy 
from the trammels of party, when an.'v 
principle was in question that threatened 
injury to the cause of popular wll-govern- 
nient. I exhume it from the history of a 
period in which it has long been buried, 
the more eagerly because it involves the 
earlier relations between Mr. Clay and 
Mr. Webster, whose rivalry in the same 
political parly, in subsequent years, has 
been suj»p«)sed to have disturbed their in- 
tercourse more than was in fact the ease. 

When Mr. Webster, in D21, introdnciMl 
in the House of Represen tatives his reso- 
lution looking to the appointment dT a 
CoDimisKioner to Greece, B'kI loa-ie his 
celebrated speech on the Greek Uevolu- 
tion, his purpose' wa.s misniiderstood by 
almost every one else in Congress e.xcept- 
ing Mr. Clay. It was imagined that he 
ni'-aiit to take advantage of a warm public 
.-.vmpatliy for the Greeks, then struggling 
against their Tiirktsb oppre.ssors, in order 
to deliver a captivatiug oration. His real 
jinrpo.te was lo exhibit ami lo denounce 
the doctrines held by the continental 
ymwers of Europe re.«pe;-ting the righis of 
all governments to suppress fh? efforts of 
iilL^eopIes who might undertake to assert 
thfir liberties. He had then recently 
returned to Coiigre.ss after an ab- 
?f r.cc from it of nearly six years During 
the former pi-riod of his serrice, while the 
v.ar with England was going on, Mr Web- 
ster and Mr. Clay bad acted in opposite 
parties, and the old parly names a. id as- 
fiociaiions were not yet « holly laid aside 
when Mr. Webster agaiu appeared in 
Congress. Mr. Claj's political associates 
e« mniitted the mistake of opposing and 
lidieulingMr. Webster's Greek resolution; 
Irut this did not prevent Mr. Clay from 
giving to it his emphatic support, or re- 
: train him from rebuking the spirit lh.it 
prcinpltd opposition on account of the 
quarter from which the resolution came.

At no 
former period of our history has it ever 
I b^n imagined that the Federal power could 
dictate to a State who .shall or shall not 
constitute a part of the sovereign people 
of the State for the porpose.s of govern- 
ment. By the Constitution of the United 
States, it remains absolutely with the peo- 
ple of each State to determine who siiall 
exercise the elective franchise within such 
Slate, and he who asserts or represents 
I that it is otherwise, 'le'udes and deceives 
those whom he can persua<le to believe 
him. It is, too. an undeniable principle , 
of cur constitutional law that the question 
of what changes shall be ma le in the ex- 
isting constitution of a State, sons to ad- 
mit to the elective franchise persant not 
at present iucluJeil in it, rest.s entirely 
with those who constitute the voting sov- 
ereign people under the existin'g Consti- 
tution. '^'et. in sheer violation of thes't 
unq ueslionahle truths, the Fede.-al Gov- 
ernment sends into the Slates a m'lit-ir.. 
force empowered to sweep awny their ex 
istiiig con.stitntions. to subvert the sever 
eignty of their people, and to summon lo 
the polls in the act of making a a.tw con- 
stitution whomsoever Conyre.i.s si-es fit to 
designate for that purpose. We havethn.s 
entered upon the career of founding State 
governments upon force — and upon ex- 
ternal force. This stnpendpous precedent 
I cannot be without lasting, corresponding 
I results. It marks the overthrow of the 
last barrier to complete consolidation; 
for, if the existence of a supposed necM- 
bity or expediency, to be judged of by a 
present majority of Congress, can furnish 
a reason to-tlay for subverting tiie sover- 
eignty of a .State 'oy force, it can furnish 
jnst as good a reason hereafter for the ex- 
ercise of the same force to the S''me end. 
The I'Miy administering the Feder^ Gov- 
ernment bat only to will that a new Stale 
government shall 1>e founded on the suf- 
frages of those who are not voters by the 
fundamental law of the Slate, and the 
thing is done by the irresistiide and over- 
whelming force wliicL the Federal Gov- 
ernmeiil wields. 

However tlagrant may be this wrong, 
however vital to the continiisnce of our 
free institations may be the principle in- 
volved. we cannot look to the people of 
the Southern State.s to resist that wrong 
and to protect that principle. V\'e are not 
entitled to demand of them that they suf- 
fer martyrdom in a cause which we our- 
selves abandoned. They are powerless, 
and they are therefore irresponsible. Re- 
sistance would bring down upon them un- 
utterable suffering. For whatever woei, 
tons or to themselves, they are justly se 
countable, posterity will hold them ab- 
solved from the duty of defending by their 
lives the fundamental theory of nil .Amer- 
ican government. It is on us lhatg the 
moral sccountability lor the destruction 
of our system of free government is to 
rest; and when we are arraigned for it, In 
the judgment of those who are to come af- 
ter ns, we shall have but s poor excase to 
urge in our defense. It is not true that 
vre could not have restored the Union 
wJthoat doing this violence to the Consti- 
tution. It is not true that the normal re- 
lations of those Stales to the Federal Gov- 
ernment could not have been reinstated 
without tearing up the fouiidatiuns.of their 
law. It is not true that in order to recog- 
nize them as States of this Union it was 
necessary to place upon them the heel oi 
military conquest, and to stamp out 
their very existence as free, self-gov- 
eruiug, and sovereign American States 
For every act of needless arbitrary power 
iltei men can do there is a re'rib'itio’’; 
and nations arc no more exempt than in- 
dividiials from the moral laws which or 
dalii retribntion. It will come when we 
have come to the loss of a political sys 
tern which has been our glory, our safely, 
onr happiness, our boast, our sole safe- 
guard against the establishment of di-s- 
potic power. 

In my view, therefore, we are brought 
to a definite issue, which can be easily 
seen. We have changed the form of our 
government, from the supremacy of a 
written Constitution, to the snpreraacy of 
the will of a party wielding the physical 
power of the nation. The issue i.s, whether 
this is to continue and to be a permanent 
condition, or whether we are to revert to 
the government of our fathers. It is said 
that revolutions never go backwards. 
Whether this one will be an exception it 
way require more Ilian mortal prescience 
to foresee. M'e have as yet bad but little 
to encourage u* in the hope thnt it may be 
so; for it is plain thnt since we ceased lo 
be at actual war we have not chosen to 
restore the conditions of actuxl pence, al- 
though we could easily have done it, aud 
that while the Constitution mig!it have re- 
sumed its rightful SHpremaL-y over our ac- 
tions, we have not permitted it to do so. 

_ AVe have now an opportunity to appre- 
ciate the consequences of destroying a 
Slate. That polifti»al sovereign, the source 
and the guarantor of all property, we 
choose to suppret'S. Upon it vast region 
inhabited by an agricultural people, and 
in nn age when capital is of essential re- 
lation to the tillage of the earth, we vol- 
untarily preffr to infii.-f a paralysis that 
renders even the production of adequate 
food nn impossibility. The most fertile 
acre in all that region is not to day secu- 
rity for a dollar in any market of the 
world, for the plain reason thnt the politi- 
cal community iu which it lies has been 
deprived ol its existence as a self-govern- 
ing t?late, and no mm can tell what law, or 
whether any law, upholds the title of the 
possessor. 1-ct tins condition of things 
continue for another twlve m-onth and 
we bhail nave made a nation of ptuper*, 
to be fed by the world at large, or to p'T- 
ish on the mo.st productive soil that the 
Eun shines upon in bis course. The poli- 
ticiau iua3' chuckle at the chances of pur- 
loining a State lor the uses of his party, 
by obtaining a despotic control over the 
I Constilutiou uuclcr which it may pre.sent 
I it.-?lf for admission into the Union. The 
stat'-.uiau who has either sense or p'ailan- 
tbropy in his composition can sec iq such 
a .scheme the proha’ole destruclioa of the 
faculty jrnd the means for niaiulalning so- 
ciety in a .self-supporting couditi'in. 

But of the dulj- of laboiirg fa'thfull.v 
to tiie end, while yet a chance re.uaiiis, 1 
Lave no doubt. The c.xam pies of the great 
at;d good who received this ron.stilution 
I'ri ui il.s lour.dc-rs and transmitted it iiii- 
iii'paired to us, must not he lost to o ir 
memories, or w.ihdrawii from oar .sigh*.. 
He wL(>ec name and fame j'ou ure a'lout 
to coinmcmorete, will, let us hope, con- 
liiuie by his uionum. ntal iraag'! to speak 
t... willing hearts, for ages lo come, of the 
love which he l>ore to this whole laud, of 
the fidelity with which ho served its wh-ile 
people, of the courage with which he de- 
fended their institutions, of the wise con- 
ciliation iy wliich he recun<-iled their con- 
flicting interests, of the eminence with 
which he swayed them to right action, of 
the power which he everc.xerted fitr I heir

— The Staff 
of Queen Victoria's kitchen includes a 
chief cook, three master cooks, two yeo- 
men of tbe kitchen, two roasting coolu 
and four apprentices. There are also two 
larders and storers, a storekeeper, two 
green office men, three kitchen maids and 
two men to superintend steam apparatus. 
The salary of the chief cook ia ab'ut 
$3,500 a year; that of the master cook 
about a moiety of that sum. Tbe chief 
and ma.stcr cooks have the privilege of 
taking the apprentices, of whom there are 
now four: the preminra which is received 
from each (averaging from £150 to C2')0) 
being divided as “per arrangement'] lie- 
tweeu them. The salaries and wages of 
the other persons in the kitchen varyfro:n 
10s. per week to £175 per year. A lad 
who is apprenticed to one of the Queen a 
cooks has a chance, if he conducts himself 
properly, of obtaining a situation in the 
Lichen at the expiration of his term. 
The first step is in the event of a vacancy 
or of one being created, the situation of 
larder; and sometimes, if be have friends 
and influences, he obtains the situation of 
clerk in the Controller’s office. The 
chiefs of the kitchen dine by themselves at 
tliree o’clock, the chair being taken 'ly 
Her Majesty's chief cook, or in hisal>. 
sence by the senior cook. The appren- 
tices dine with the scourers, kitchen 
maids, Ac.
